GREECE, 


Among the improvements of the times, that 
of the quality and arrangements of our text 
books for schools is to be considered, not the 
least important. Indeed, when we consider 
the almost indelible effects of early impres- 
sions, we cannot too highly appreciate the 
worth of books that convey, in a simple man- 
ner, those important truths that are to form 
the nucleus of our subsequoat acquirements, 
and effect in the most important degree, the 
character and tone of our minds, History 
is a study peculiarly adapted to the tastes and 
circumstances of childhoud, inasmnuch as its 
incidents serve to gratify the curiosity, pe- 
culiarly the characteristic of youth, and its 
facts setves to strengthen the mind and give 
it a healthy and profitable tone. It rarely 
happens that persoas who have commenced 
in youth a regular study of history, are trou- 
bled with that morbid appetite for novel read- 
ing which vitiates the mind of so many of 
both sexes, disqualifies them for judging of, 
or enjoying, the realities of life; gives them a 
feverish expectancy of something they can 
never possess, or possessing they are unable 
to enjoy. Itis in the realities of life that 
patterns for imitation, or examples of revolting 
infamy to avoid, arc to be sought—because it 
is in real life that happiness or misery is to 
be experienced—Impressed with the impor- 
tance of these facts, we have always regarded, 
with particular delight, the successful attempts 
of literary men to render the study of bistory 
agreeable to youth, without mingling its facts 
with deleterious fiction, Perhaps no person 
lias done more towards perlecting the work 
of school histories than Mr. Grimshaw, whose 
version of Goldsraith’s Rome, the History of 
England, and that of the United States, are 
regarded us among the most popular and ad- 
mirably adapted works of the present day,— 
Yo these, Mr. Grimshaw has added, within a 
short time, a revision of Goldsmuith’s Greece ; 
this was a link in the historical chain much 
needed—and we doubt not, that the public 
voice will devide as favourably upou this pro- 
duction as it has upon the previous efforts of 
the same indefatigable and worthy author.— 
Goldsmith’s Greece, without a revision, is not 
calculated for schools; it abounds in errors, 
in indelicate description, improper phrases, 
and is, indeed, a proot how very badly a good 
author can write, if indeed there is not much 
room to doubt Goldsmith ever composed the 
histéries to which his name is attached. “ He 
touches nothing that he does not ornament,” 
is the praise which the great Jolson bestow- 
ed upon the author of ** The Traveller,” 
** The Deserted Village,” % 
torian, Goldsmith is, to say the least, unde- 


but as an his- 
serving credit. Mr. Grimshaw has adopted 
the easy descriptive style of that writer, re- 
tained his facts, connected his dates, and en- 
trely and handsomely adapted this work to 
the school desk. ‘The book of questions and 
the accompanying key, are valuable additions 
to the work, and will be found most service- 
able to teacher and pupil. 

From a knowledge of the book, and some 
acquaintance with the wants of those for 
whom it was especially prepared, we unhesi- 
tatingly recommend Grimshaw’s Greece as 
one of the best (in our opinion, the very 
best of ) works of the kind Wat has been offer- 
ed to the pubic. 





COrY KIGHTS. 
The poverty of Authors is proverbial ; their 
own and all their own is scarcely worthy com- 
tation; the garret, and the theadbare cost 
we lung been their uodsturbed and unde- 
ned abede and covering. Evesy whipster 


has heen furnistied with a pgibe at their ex- 
| pense, and few, very few, have had the har. 
| dshood to contradict, and still fewer attempt 
}to disprove this libel upon authorship, 
rendered still more libellous by its truth, It 
is not enouh that writers must be bedfellows 
with poverty, but intruding mischief makers 
must “peep through the blanket of the dark,” 
jand © prate of their whereabouts ;” we shall, 
at another opportunity, deal more directly 
with this custom of slandet—meantime we 
have a word for the law that condemns their 
offepring t#the misery of hereditary poverty 
entoréed by enactment, as worse than what the 
French call Les droits d'annesse—the law of 
primogeniture—which declares fhat the old- 
est son shall be rich, without making reference 
to the fate of the youngest. 

We can scarcely imagine a more valid claim 
to any property or thing, than that of crearinn, 
though that thing were a falsehood, tm all 
mechanical or agricultural operations, auch a 
proof of claims would be most readily admit- 
ted. “ The law would allow it, and the court 
aware it,”” 

Yet look at the tenure on which the author 
holds his book—he raust spend years in the 
acquisition of that knowledge which forms the 
mere tools with which he labours, he must 
possesa, in general, genius for its plan, talents 
and industry for its execution, and separate 
himself from other means of snppert while he 
is engaged in forming it—he must obtain a 
copy right, incur the risk of a first edition, 
and by the time the work has secured the 
sanction of the public and the corrections 
which its author is enabled to give it, the 
copy right expires, and the work is seized by 
literary sharka, and made common stock to 
the whole country, 

These things are unequal and unjust—if ex. 
pense is incurred in publication, common 
right requires that a fen be had upon the 
books for the payment of debts; or indeed to 
change for other pecuniary obligations the 
owner of them ; but do not give a power when 
there is clearly no righ/, to yive the labours 
to the idle and the illiterate. It is no argu. 
ment against the limitation of copy right se- 
curity, that few books are published that snr. 
vive the fourleen years allowed by law—who 
shall say what is valuable ?—or whe compute 
for a man the worth of his own possessions ? -- 
nav, the very fact that works are published 
without the consent of the author, is prima 
facia evidence of their value. But t is known 
to many persons conversant with the publica. 
tion of hooks, that many works of real value 
do not acquire with the public a just estima. 
tion until long after they first issue from the 
press; this is, perhaps, less to be remarked of 
works of taste, than those relating especially 
to the arts and sciences. We could within 
our small acquaintance, designate one or two 
individuals who are very nearly dependent 
upon the sales of a single book, the copy 
right of which is in their possession. These 
families will still more need the profits of the 
publication when they shall have been de- 
prived of those to whom, by nature, they look 
for support. Yet in a few years, the time 
for securing toa man the possession of his own, 
will expire ; and the right to supply the mar- 
ket and enjoy their own will be denied. 

There are many evils attending this pre- 
cious provision of the law, among which, we 
notice that it absolutely keeps good works 
already written, out of the market; strange 
as this may appear, it is nevertheless a fact. 
Suppose a demand for a work not generally 
known; it may be supposed that a bookseller 
of enterprize woukl immediately publish it, 
as there was not copy right law to prevent it; 
but he wouk! pause upon the enterprize. Hf 
he issues an edition it would be proof that 
the work was desired, and another publisher 
would follow with the same work, and b 
glutting the market cause a loss to the first uf 
not to both. 

Who, or where are the descendants of 
Shakspeare’? Alas! they have been so long 
poor that they have been forgotten. What 
would the descendants of the great Master of 
the English Drama have been, had they alone 
possessed the right of publishing the works 
of their ancestor? 

We make these observations in reference 
to the authors: we can at least on this sub- 
ject speak disinterestedly, having as carefully 
eschewed the sin of authorship, as we humbly 
and heartily hope to be spared from its con- 
sequences—yet we cannot but think that 
the subject is worthy legislative enquiry, not 
merely for the benefit of hterature or litera 
ry men, but as an abstract question of right.
